It's now fair game for taxi drivers 
in downtown Halifax on the week¬ 
ends. 

After many hours of debate yes¬ 
terday, council pushed through a 
number of changes to the way taxis 
operate. 

At the top of the heap was the re¬ 
laxing of geographic zones between 
11 p.m. to 3 a.m. on the weekends. 
This means cabbies from other ju¬ 
risdictions can pick up customers in

downtown Halifax. 

"This just adds stability and 
adds service where it's needed," 
said Spryfield-Herring Cove Conn. 
Stephen Adams. 

But several councillors thought 
the municipality shouldn't be stick¬ 
ing their noses into the taxi business. 

"I don't think the municipal gov¬ 
ernment should be regulating any¬ 
one," said Waverly-FaH River-Beaver 
Bank Coun. Krista Snow. 

Her grandfather, who worked as 
a cab driver, would "spin in his 


grave" at the news. Snow added. 

Other councillors were con¬ 
cerned cabbies would flock to 
downtown, making it even harder 
for people to get a taxi in communi¬ 
ties like Dartmouth where they're 
already spread thin. 

But after hours of going around 
the table. Snow said it was time 
council made a decision on the 
matter. 

"If we had cats driving taxis on 
Chebucto Road, that would be an 
accurate picture of this council," she 
said, expressing her frustration of 
lingering debates to laughs from fel¬ 
low councillors. 

Cab driver Jelal Omar, who drives 
his Casino cab downtown, shrugged 
at the news other drivers will 


pounce on his territory. He said he 
doesn't mind the extra competition 
and said there's plenty to go around. 

"Well, you see drivers from the 
Dartmouth zone and county zone 
working in Halifax anyway." 

Fellow driver Houshang Nadadi 
said an extra 200-300 cabs flooding 
the downtown will be a zoo. 

"It's going to be bad, 100 per cent," 
he said. "Right now we don't make 
enough money to feed our families, 
but with 300 people more coming in, 
it's going to be a big mess."

Can Boudreau get a fair trial? 


Jeering raises 
concerns about 
jury selection

Following massive public 
outcry against Penny 
Boudreau after her first court 
appearance Monday, some 
residents of Bridgewater 
wondered if it's possible for 
the woman accused of killing 
her only child to have a fair 
trial. 

"I think there'd be a prob¬ 
lem seeking an impartial 


jury," said 
Barbara 
Wicks, who 
has lived in 
Bridgewater 
for over 40 Boudreau 
years. 

Wicks said she was disap¬ 
pointed to hear about the 
angry mob that hurled in¬ 
sults and accusations at 
Boudreau after she appeared 
in court to face charges of 
first-degree murder in the 
death of her 12-year-old 
daughter Karissa. 

"Give her her day in court; 
that's what the courts are 
there for." 


DaUiousie University Law 
professor Archie Kaiser says 
it's the responsibility of the 
justice system to see that 
Boudreau is innocent until 
proven guilty. 

"There are many protec¬ 
tive mechanisms to ensure 
that somebody who is ac¬ 
cused in a situation like this 
is able to attain a fair trial," 
Kaiser said yesterday. 

The judge can ask to 
change the location of the 
trial, for example, he said. 

Kaiser agreed it's impor¬ 
tant for the public not to 
jump to conclusions about 
Boudreau's case.

"She's entitled to the pre¬ 
sumption of innocence," he 
said. 

Boudreau's lawyer Pat 
Atherton did not return 
phone calls yesterday but in 
answer to whether or not 


Boudreau would receive a 
fair trial. Crown prosecutor 
Paul Scovil said: "I don't see 
why not." 

He said the anger the case 
stirred up in the 8,000-per¬ 
son town won't necessarily 
be a problem. 

Some have wondered if 
Boudreau's lawyer will re¬ 
quest a psychiatric assess¬ 
ment, but Kaiser said he's not 
so sure. 

"In the pubhc coverage so 
far, there's no suggestion at 
all that there is a require¬ 
ment for a psychiatric as¬ 
sessment," he said.

Fire crews working 
several more days 
to douse hot spots

Charges have yet to be laid in 
the fire that ravaged parts of 
HRM this week, but natural 
resources officials say they 
have a pretty good idea how 
it started. 

"We do have a great ability 
to trace burn patterns back 
to the origin," said depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Jennifer 
Gavin. 

Lead investigators con¬ 
firmed the fires, which con¬ 
sumed a total of 1,925 
hectares of land, were man¬ 
made. 

They continued to work on 
tracing the fire all day yester¬ 
day and Cpl. Joe Taplin with 
the RCMP said it might be a 
week or more before the pub¬ 
lic knows exactly what 
sparked the blaze. 

"There are still firefighters 
out there," he said. 

About 50 firefighters from 
the department and from 
Halifax Fire and Emergency 
Services continued to work 
on dousing hot spots in the 
burned-down brush in the 
Lake Echo and Porters Lake 
area while helicopters super¬ 


vised the work from above, 
keeping crews apprised of 
trouble spots. 

Gavin said Newfoundland 
and Labrador's CL-215 water 
bomber was still in the area 
on standby but other air 
tankers had been released 
from the scene. 


She said fire crews would 
remain in the fire-ravaged 
area for several more days 
"to make sure that all of the 
hot spots have been taken 
care of, and then it takes a 
few days to get all the equip¬ 
ment out." 

The next steps will include 


cleaning up the area and the 
equipment. 

"Then the re-growth of the 
area is sort of a natural 
process; Tm not sure if 
they're doing anything to as¬ 
sist that process," Gavin said. 

About 5,000 people were 
evacuated over the weekend 


as a result of the wildfire 
and all returned safely to 
their homes Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Most homes suffered min¬ 
imal damage but two on 
Candy Mountain Road were 
completely destroyed.

"It is about growth in the 
downtown, respecting our 
heritage without compromis¬ 
ing the ability for our down¬ 
town centre to grow." 

On behalf of his two 


teenage daughters, he said "I 
do not want them wearing 
period costume downtown. I 
want them to have the op¬ 
portunity to have well-pay¬ 
ing jobs in the future." 

Merv Russell, who has 
lived in Halifax for 25 years, 
said the city must embrace 
the "magnificent" project to 
maintain leadership in the 
region. He said it will add 
over $750,000 in tax rev¬ 
enue. 

"It will naturally comple¬ 


ment the surrounding build¬ 
ings," he said. 

Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia president Philip Pacey 
said the project is inconsis¬ 
tent with the historic charac¬ 
ter of the neighbourhood, 
adding that heritage build¬ 
ings and sites are important 
to the city's economy. 

He said the proposal is ad¬ 
jacent to 30 registered her¬ 
itage properties. 

"This is the finest collection 
of Scottish Georgian architec¬ 
ture to be found outside of 
Scotland," Pacey said. "We 
have a heritage area of inter¬ 
national importance. It is our 
responsibility to protect it." 

The public hearing will 
continue June 24 at 6 p.m.

Investigation ongoing

Three Bridges Brook 
joins huge nature 
conservation

A large, new area of pro¬ 
tected wilderness outside of 
Halifax was announced yes¬ 
terday by the Nature Conser¬ 
vancy of Canada. 

The 727-acre area of Three 
Bridges Brook, just 14 kilo¬ 
metres outside of Halifax, 
now completes a huge "con¬ 
tinual mature forest" of 
22,000 acres. The announce¬ 
ment was part of the Conser¬ 
vancy's seventh annual Gift 
to Canadians. 

"Basically we did a blue¬ 
print that maps out all the 
places that require conserva¬ 
tion efforts," said Crystal 
Folkins, Atlantic Communi¬ 
cations Manager for the Con¬ 
servancy. "The significance 
comes because it's com¬ 
pletely surrounded by the 
wilderness area. So by ac¬ 
quiring these 720 acres we're 


helping to protect the wilder¬ 
ness area that's completely 
surrounded by it." 

The land was acquired at a 
discounted price from 
Neenah Paper Inc. In total 
there are 10 "gifts" across the 
country, one for each 
province. This property was 


specifically targeted because 
of its old growth, rare hchens 
and aquatic habitat, accord¬ 
ing to the conservancy. 

Nova Scotia's Environ¬ 
ment Minister, Mark Parent, 
thanked the conservancy for 
helping the province move 
towards its goal of protecting 


12 per cent of the province's 
land mass. The Nature Con¬ 
servancy of Canada, a na¬ 
tional non-profit 

conservation organization, 
says it has helped protect 
nearly 2 million acres of land 
since 1962.

Government spent 
infrastructure cash 
on public relations 

In less than a decade, Ottawa 
has siphoned off more than a 
half billion dollars earmarked 
for native schools and other 
projects and instead spent

"Now you can understand 
why we are in such a crisis," 
said Angus, referring to the

Six-month Gaza 
ceasefire to go into 
effect tomorrow 

An Egyptian-brokered cease¬ 
fire between Israel and 
Palestinian militants in the 
Gaza Strip that could ease a 
crippling Israeli blockade of 
the coastal territory will 
begin tomorrow, Egypt and 
Hamas said. 

The announcement came 
on a day when Israel 
launched air strikes that 
killed six militants in Gaza. A 
ceasefire would aim to end 
rocket and mortar bomb at¬ 
tacks on Israel from the 
coastal enclave and Israeli 


raids and air strikes in the 
territory. 

"Both sides have pledged 
to halt all hostilities and all 
military activities against 
each other," Egyptian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Hossam 
Zaki said in Cairo yesterday, 
after weeks of separate talks 
with Israel and Hamas. 

Confirming details pro¬ 
vided to Reuters by a Pales¬ 
tinian official in Gaza 
yesterday, Zaki said the truce 


would go into effect at 6 a.m. 
local time tomorrow. 

Israel has said it would 
continue preparing for possi¬ 
ble large-scale military ac¬ 
tion should a truce fall apart. 

Hamas leader in Gaza 
Mahmoud al-Zahar con¬ 
firmed that militant groups 
had agreed to a ceasefire 
with Israel. 

"We ... as Palestinian fac¬ 
tions, agreed upon a bilat¬ 
eral, immediate ceasefire 


between the Palestinian side 
and the Israeli side," Zahar 
told reporters in English dur¬ 
ing a news conference in 
Gaza City. He said the truce 
was intended to last six 
months. 

Israel's Defense Minister 
Ehud Barak sounded a more 
cautious tone but said Israel 
would give it every chance. 

"It's early to herald a 
ceasefire, and even if it were 
to happen ... it is difficult to 
estimate how long it will 
last. The test will be in the 
implementation but it is im¬ 
portant to give it a chance," 
Barak said in a speech north 
of Tel Aviv.

The comment echoed Karl 
Rove, the former political ad¬ 
viser to President Bush, who 
in 2006 accused Democrats 


of a "pre-9/11" world view. 

"He brings the attitude, the 
failures of judgment, the 
weakness and the misunder¬ 
standing of the nature of our 
adversaries," Schuenemann 
said. 

The Illinois senator quickly 


fired back, saying Republi¬ 
cans had little standing to 
criticize him on the issue. 

"These are the same guys 
who helped engineer the dis¬ 
traction of the war in Iraq at 
a time when we could have 
pinned down the people who 
actually committed 9/11," 
Obama said on his campaign 
plane. 

"What they're trying to do 
is to do what they've done 
every election cycle, which is 
to use terrorism as a club to 
make the American people 
afraid," Obama said. 

McCain and Obama will 
face off in November's presi¬ 
dential election. McCain, a

Kevin Garnett scored 26 points and 
pulled down 14 rebounds as the Celtics 
pounded the Los Angeles Lakers 131-92 
last night in Game 6 of the NBA Finals. 

Ray Allen overcame an eye injury and 
tied a Finals record by hitting seven shots 
from beyond the arc, on the way to 26 
points, and Paul Pierce, the third in the 
monumental trio, hit for 17 points and 
dished out 10 assists. 

Rajon Rondo had a sohd all-around 
performance to cap his second season in 
the league with 21 points, seven rebounds 
and eight assists. He also had six of 
Boston's Finals-record 18 steals, as Boston 
wrapped up its first NBA title since 1986 
and did it in probably the most memo¬ 
rable rivalry in league history. Boston has 
played the Lakers in the Finals 11 times, 
winning nine of those matchups. 

Garnett and AUen joined Pierce prior to 
the season and immediately there were 
huge expectations. The trio, who until this 
year had never played in a Finals contest, 
had a signature moment, coming out of 
the game together late in the final quarter.

Bedford goaltender 
has high expectations

Peter Delmas spent his QMJHL draft 
day huddled around a computer in 
his Bedford living room, listening to 
an online French 
broadcast of the 
event with his father. 

He was a 6-foot, 

157-pound goalie 

coming off a tough

fax McDonald's 
defence corps, and at age 16, cer¬ 
tainly wasn't banking on being 
drafted. 

But with eight picks left and his 
hopes starting to fade, the Lewiston 
Maineiacs finally grabbed him. 

"I heard my name, and my dad 
was hke, 'WeU, guess you're going to 
the States to play hockey' and I was 
like, 'Yeah, I guess so!"' Delmas re¬ 


called. "I didn't reaUy expect it but I 
was really hoping I'd get picked.

Two seasons later, an 18-year-old 
Delmas is two inches taller, 15 
pounds heavier, and he certainly 
won't be listening to a French broad¬ 
cast of his next draft on the Internet. 

Delmas, who has rapidly devel¬ 
oped into a top-end goalie in two 
seasons in Lewiston,

entry draft on Satur¬ 
day and Sunday.

Deknas' career highlights include 
cracking the Q's all-rookie team and 
winning a President's Cup in 2006- 
07, and earning a spot on Canada's 
under-18 team last summer.

"I matured so much ... I don't

to save the puck," Delmas said. "It's 
just remarkable. 

Nicknamed "Sneaky Pete" from 
his days in the Bedford Blues minor 
hockey system, Delmas patterns his 
game after popular Vancouver 
Canucks star Roberto Luongo. 

Central Scouting ranks Delmas as 
the third best North American goal- 
tender available, describing him as 
a "laid back and confident goalie" 
who makes "big saves" at key times. 

Delmas, whose family relocated 
to the Toronto area last year, is hop¬ 
ing to have a "really dominating 
year" next season, as he will finally 
be the Maineiacs' No. 1 goaltender 
after two seasons behind perennial 
all-star Jonathan Bernier. 

Getting drafted will give him a big 
boost heading into the fall. 

"I've had a lot of interviews and I 
feel I had a solid season—definitely 
worthy of getting drafted," he said. 
"I'm pretty confident it's going to 
happen.

Ten grand. Well, $9,995 if 
you want to split hairs.

Add 
another $1,000 if you want 
the optional four-speed auto¬ 
matic. 

If you'd like the full run¬ 
down of what to expect after 
slipping behind the wheel of 


the least expensive car in 
Canada (a claim shared by its 
similarly priced Kia Rio cor¬ 
porate cousin), you'll find: 
power steering, 14-inch steel 
wheels with full wheel cov¬ 


ers, dual front airbags, seat- 
belt pre-tensioners, 60/40- 
split folding rear seats, 
multi-adjustable driver's 
seat, four-speaker 

AM/FM/CD/MP3 stereo. 


tinted glass, rear spoiler, and 
rear wiper/washer. 

The Accent L's engine is a 
torque-rich, 1.6-litre four- 
cylinder rated at 110 horse¬ 
power that's a good match 
for the optional four-speed 
automatic transmission.

There's nothing out of the 
ordinary on the chassis or 
on the steering and suspen¬ 
sion side, but it's the end 
product that counts and the 
Accent delivers a solid feel 
on the road. The ride is 
slightly firm, but the body 
doesn't lean much and this 
appealing little car takes 
corners very confidently. 

The subcompact segment 
in Canada is alive with 
tough competitors these 
days. Witness the Honda Fit 
and Nissan's Versa, not to 
mention the Suzuki Swift, 
Chevrolet Aveo, Pontiac 
Wave, Toyota Yaris and Kia 
Rio. In this category, 
Hyundai sees the Yaris as its 
main rival and, in typical 
Hyundai fashion, it's taking 
on the Toyota with a bigger 
car and more stuff for the 
money. 

If you've got very little to 
spend, even a well-main¬ 


tained used car may be on 
your radar. But arranging fi¬ 
nancing, making sure the 
vehicle is sound, and war¬ 
ranty headaches can result 
from not doing your home¬ 
work. Buying a super-inex¬ 
pensive car from a 
dealership alleviates those 
concerns — plus it lets you 
slip into a 'new' car. 


Before the price reduc¬ 
tion, the Accent could hold 
its own against its market 
rivals. Now, it looks ready 
to also compete on quality 
and in the "fun factor" 
sweepstakes. Now, it's ten 
grand — and still very 
much the good car it was at 
its original mid-$ 13,000 
price point.

In Sync with devices 


Ford, Microsoft 
join forces for 
innovative tech

The downside to rapid 
progress in electronics means 
that automakers are con¬ 
stantly on the back foot 
when it comes to totally em¬ 
bracing new technology. 

What devices should they 
support? What devices will 
people be using in their cars 
next year? What about six 
months from now? 

Spending over $30,000 on 
a car that doesn't know what 
an iPod is wouldn't be 
viewed by techno-savvy 
buyers as money well spent. 

To combat and comple¬ 
ment the constant crowd of 
new devices, Ford and Mi¬ 
crosoft have teamed up to 
produce Sync, a new take on 
automotive connectivity. 
Both a hardware and soft¬ 
ware solution, it pairs steer¬ 
ing wheel controls and an 
internal microphone with a 
sophisticated software plat¬ 
form mounted in the car. 

The system can interface 
with most USB-based media 
players, including the incum¬ 
bent (iPod) and challengers 
(Zune, Nomad Zen, etc.). By 
interface, I mean you can 
take direct control of the 
player from the car's con¬ 
trols. Your player will also 
charge through the USB port. 

You can also slot in a USB 
thumb drive — a small, un¬ 
powered memory stick that 
can be loaded with any content 
from any computer, including

thousands of MP3 files. Sync 
can access any music contained 
on a USB thumb drive, pro¬ 
vided it isn't a protected format 
(iThnes store purchases won't 
work, but AAC and WMA files, 
among others, wiH.) It will play 
protected iTlmes store pur¬ 
chases only if they're stiQ on 
your iPod. Also included is an 
1/8-inch auxiliary input jack 
for devices that can't be, 
ahem, 'sync'd' through USB. 
As an added party trick, Sync 
will stream audio from any 
Bluetooth device. 

If you're so inclined, music 
can be served up with voice 
commands. Simply touch the 
button on the steering wheel, 
wait for the prompt, and say: 
"USB," then, "play," music 
from your device will start to 
play. If you're dying to hear 
your just-downloaded Best Of 
Prince compilation, say: "play 
album. Best Of Prince," and 
turn on your wipers — you'll 


be in for some Purple Rain. 

Commands that work are: 
album, artist, genre, track 
name, or play similar—which 
will shuffle and grab other 
similar artists and playhsts. 
I'm a bit of a boffin, so part of 
my testing during the launch 
event centered on what it 
won't play with voice com¬ 
mands. I'm sad to report I 
couldn't stump it. 

If it's confused. Sync will 
read four close matches, and 
have you pick one of them. It 
aU works very well, and can 
use one of three languages — 
American English, Canadian 
French, and North American 
Spanish. 

If your phone has Bluetooth, 
you can access just about any 
aspect of your device from 
Sync. You can say a number 
aloud and it'U dial it, or just say 
the person's name. If they have 
more than one entry in your 
Phonebook, Sync will ask 


which number you'd like. Sync 
can have multiple phones 
paired with the same vehicle, 
but will default to the main 
phone if more than one phone 
is detected. 

Sync is a software platform 
designed for mobile use, called 
Windows Mobile for Automo¬ 
tive. It was built on Windows 
CE, the platform Microsoft 
uses for cell phones and other 
digital devices. It can be up¬ 
graded, and downloadable up¬ 
grades can be handled 
through syncmyride.com, or 
through your Ford dealer. 

Even if you're not in the 
mood to talk to your car. Sync 
provides a very robust inter¬ 
face for accessing your cell 
phone and digital music. But, 
with anything, if you embrace 
Sync and utilize its full range 
of voice commands, it will 
provide a complete experi¬ 
ence not yet seen on this side 
of the ocean. 



Shine a little light 
on road ahead 


When drivers get behind the 
wheel, their headlights, one 
of the most important tools 
for driving safely is often 
overlooked. 

Poor visibility, especially at 
night, is a serious driving 
hazard. 

According to the US-based 
Motor Vehicle Lighting 
Council, poor visibility is 
cited as a factor in an esti¬ 
mated 2.8 million accidents, 
23,000 fatal crashes and 
2,300 pedestrian deaths 
every year. 

Many people don't even 
realize they have choices 
when it comes to headlight 
bulbs, hi fact, you can select 
from a range of bulbs that 
provide different levels of 
brightness that have a real 
impact on how far you can 
see down the road at night. 
Premium bulbs, for example, 
are actually 50 per cent 
brighter and increase for¬ 
ward visibility by 40 per cent 
when compared to standard 
bulbs. 

The following simple tips 
can also help make night 
driving safer: 

» Change headlights in pairs 
before they burn out. Most 
headlights dim over time so 
evaluate yours every year for

optimum performance. 

» Upgrade to high perform¬ 
ance halogen lighting for a 
brighter, whiter light. Stud¬ 
ies have shown that whiter 
halogen lighting can im¬ 
prove reaction time, in¬ 
crease night-time visibility 
and give better roadside 
viewing. 

» Check headlight alignment. 
Misahgned headlights can be 
distracting and dangerous. 
Ask your auto service techni¬ 
cian to align them for you. 

» Clean headlight lenses regu¬ 
larly. You'U see better at night 
and in poor weather condi¬ 
tions. 

» Make sure all vehicle 
lights are working. Have a 
friend turn on your head¬ 
lights and signal lights while 
you walk around the out¬ 
side of your vehicle for a vi¬ 
sual check.

Iconic Land Rover 
made public 
debut in 1948 

Six decades ago, a motoring 
icon made its public debut, 
when the original Land 
Rover was shown at a 
motor show in Amsterdam 
in 1948. 

The current Defender 
(not sold in Canada) is 
clearly descended from that 


first vehicle, known as a Se¬ 
ries 1. Extraordinarily, they 
even share a couple of orig¬ 
inal parts, an oil filler plug 
and a cleat for tying down 
the canvas roof. 

But the rest of the vehi¬ 
cle technology has moved 
on considerably. 

Since the first Series I 
model rolled off the produc¬ 
tion line at Solihull, the ve¬ 
hicles created by Land 
Rover have defined the SUV

Honda readying 
flashy hybrids 


Honda has released addi¬ 
tional details regarding its 
new small hybrid car sched¬ 
uled for introduction early 
next year. The official prod¬ 
uct name and full product 
details will be announced 
later this year. 

The automaker has man¬ 
aged to slim down the 
nickel-hydride battery pack 
to make the car cheaper to 
produce, resulting in the 
most affordable hybrid ve¬ 
hicle to date. 

Honda says it will be of¬ 
fered as a five-door hatch¬ 
back with seating for five 
passengers and will employ 
an exterior design concept 
that evokes the Honda FCX 
Clarity fuel cell vehicle. 

"Honda has been at the 
forefront of hybrid develop¬ 
ment since first introducing 
the Canadian public to hy¬ 
brid technology with the 
launch of the Insight in 
1999," said Jerry Chenkin, 
executive vice president of 
Honda Canada Inc.

» Annual global sales of 
200,000 units per year 
are expected for the 
Honda FCX, with approxi¬ 
mately 100,000 ac¬ 
counted for by the North 
American market. 


"New advancements in

Fit proves Honda 
can still build 
great subcompacts

The likable four-door, five- 
seat Fit is Honda's entry-level 
product, positioned below the 
much-loved Civic model. 

Since the Fit's 2001 debut 
in Japan (where it's also 
built), the Fit has spread to 
117 countries (including Eu¬ 
rope under the 'Jazz' name), 
won several awards, and has 
already surpassed the one 
million sales mark. 

There's a conscious effort 
throughout to engineer as 
much cargo room as possible 
into the Fit's compact dimen¬ 
sions. While the front suspen¬ 
sion is a design similar to that 


in the new Civic, the rear is a 
torsion beam layout — cho¬ 
sen because it allows the 
caigo floor to sit 72 mm lower 
than with a multilink design. 

Honda also moved the Fit's 
fuel tank from the usual 
space behind the rear seats to 
beneath the front chairs, 
freeing up room for the car's 
innovative flipping and fold¬ 
ing seat layout. 

That space saving allows 
the 60/40-split rear seats to 
do some pretty amazing ac¬ 
robatics. The standard 
"Magic Seat," has four 
arrangements: Foremost is 
"Utility," where the rear seat- 
backs folds forward (and flat) 
without removing the head¬ 
rests, almost doubling the 
cargo volume from 603 litres 
(21.3 cu-ft) to 1186 litres 
(41.8 cu-ft). "Tall" sees the 
seat cushion fold up for car-

followed by "Refresh" where 
the front seats recline flush 
with the rear cushion, creat¬ 
ing a bed-like setup. 

Also standard is an electric 
power-assisted rack-and- 
pinion steering system (from 
the new Civic Si), which al¬ 
lows for sporty handing and 
improved fuel economy. Also 
standard are ABS brakes. 

Power comes from a 1.5- 
litre four-cylinder engine using 
Honda's VTEC variable valve 
timing system and drive-by¬ 


wire throttle control. All mod¬ 
els put out 109 horsepower — 
not huge, but in the thick of it 
with the rest of the class. 

Company founder Soichiro 
Honda once said. "You must go 
after the opportunities that 
arise in life that you are best 
equipped to do." Vrith the Fit, 
Honda has returned to its 
hatchback roots, proving that 
even with high-end Acuras 
and the NSX under its belt, the 
automaker stiU knows what 
makes a great subcompact.

Staying fit 
on the road 


Keep on track 
with these tips 

S tripped of exercise 
equipment, routine — 
and, well, discipline — it’s 
not always easy staying fit 
on the road. The life of a 
travel writer is random, 
with little opportunity to 
spend a night in the same 
hotel, let 
alone main¬ 
tain a 

monthly gym 
membership. 

For the past 
few years. I’ve 
struggled 
with how to 
stay in shape 
while travel¬ 
ling but as 1 
prepare for 
my upcoming stint abroad. 
I’ve finally enlisted the 
help of a professional. 

Nathan Mellalieu is 
founder of Studeo 55 , a 
boutique health club in 
the heart of Vancouver. 

This former college foot¬ 
ball player tuned gym-Pres- 
ident has worked with the 
likes of Anne Hathaway, 
Jennifer Garner, Jessica 
Alba, Halle Berry, Harrison 
Ford and Ben Affleck, 
whipping them into shape 
with a series of specialized 
work outs. 

Appreciating the fact 
that 1 roam around like a 
gypsy without the luxuries 
of a trainer, treadmill or 
weights, Nathan assures 
me that there are ways to 
stay fit while 1 travel. He of¬ 
fers the following advice: 

» There are many exercises 
that can be done on the 
floor of your hotel room: 
Squats, lunges and push¬ 
ups, the ultimate upper 
body exercise. 


» Running is a great way to 
burn fat and keep the body 
trim. Run hard for three 
minutes, rest for one 
minute. Repeat this 5-7 
times. 

» If you don’t mind carry¬ 
ing a few extra items in 
your suitcase, buy a heart 
rate monitor (to workout 
within your desired target 
heart rate) 
and an elas¬ 
tic band (for 
resistance 
training). 
There are a 
variety of 
arm exer¬ 
cises that 
can be done 
with a sim¬ 
ple, light¬ 
weight band. 
» People often say they’re 
too tired to exercise. Re¬ 
member that you don’t 
have to conquer the world 
with every work out. Take a 
15 -minute walk, then 
stretch on the pool deck. 
Make your routine realistic 
but it’s important to do 
something active, even if 
it’s just a half hour’s worth 
of moving around. 

» While waiting for con¬ 
necting flights in the air¬ 
port lounge, go for a walk 
around instead of just sit¬ 
ting. 

» Being healthy can’t be 
done through exercise 
alone, nutrition has a lot 
to do with it. Eat six small 
meals a day, instead of 
three big ones. Eating 
small portions every three 
hours will keep your me¬ 
tabolism working through¬ 
out the day.

Alcatraz: The hotel? 


2 nd most popular 
tourist attraction 
may add a hotel 

The U.S. National Park Serv¬ 
ice is considering adding a 
hotel to Alcatraz Island, site 
of one of the world's most no¬ 
torious prisons. 

Unhke the cells afforded to 
inmates such as A1 "Scarface" 
Capone, the facility would 
offer upscale accommoda¬ 
tions like those now available 
at the Ahwahnee Hotel in 
California's Yosemite Na¬ 
tional Park. 

"People are constantly say¬ 
ing they want to see more of 
the island," National Park 
Service Spokesman Rich Wei- 
deman said. 'A hotel would be 
the ultimate experience in 
visitor access." 

Alcatraz Island is run by 
the U.S. National Park Serv¬ 
ice and is already San Fran¬ 
cisco's second most-popular 
tourist attraction, after its 
famed cable cars. About 1.5 
million people take ferries to 
visit the prison cellblock 
every year, and summer tick¬ 
ets sell out weeks ahead. 

But many visitors say they

also want to see parts of the 
12-acre (5-hectare) island 
that are closed to the public, 
including wildlife areas, the 
room where prison guards 
bowled and the prison the¬ 
ater where gangsters 
watched From Here To Eter¬ 
nity. 

A hotel, likely built in a 
structure that once housed 
prison guards, would for the 
first time offer the general 
public 24-hour access to "the 
Rock" and capitalize on the 
park's popular night-time 
tours. 

That's when evening fog 


shrouds San Francisco from 
view. But island visitors, like 
the prisoners before them, 
can still hear activity ema¬ 
nating from the city. "It's a 
very eerie experience," Wei- 
deman said. 

Many development ideas, 
including adding a casino or 
a new prison, have been 
floated since the federal pen¬ 
itentiary closed on Alcatraz 
in 1963, according to news¬ 
paper USA Today. But the is¬ 
land's status as a national 
historic landmark set within 
a national park has made de¬ 
velopment difficult. 


The hotel is one of several 
proposals the park service is 
now weighing as part of its 
new general management 
plan, which will guide park 
development and renovation 
for the next 20 years. 

Others include serving 
food to visitors in the prison 
cafeteria and adding boat 
tours to the island's perime¬ 
ter. The park service is taking 
comment on the proposals 
and will use public remarks 
to create a new draft of the 
general plan next year, Wei- 
deman said.

L indsay Barr has made a 
career of singing — 
sometimes it pays well, 
and other times it doesn't.

Life or technology 
imitating art?

F unny thing about those 
gadgets in Get Smart. 
The covert people who 
make them in the real world 
are paying attention. So too 
was the case in 1965 when 
the Get Smart TV series first 
launched. 

With all the shtick and 
catch-phrases that the com¬ 
edy TV series became famous 
for, the gadgets have endured 
in their legacy: the shoe 
phone, the cone of silence, 
the list goes on. 

Truth is, the real makers of 
gadgets and weapons in this 
world of ours do take note 
when some cool-looking or 
deceptive device appears on 
the big or small screen. 

That gadget might come 
darn close to mirroring what 
exists in the real world of es¬ 
pionage. Certainly, the James 
Bond films gave audiences 
much to eyeball with all that 
hi-tech coolness. The covert 
devices used in the Get 
Smart movie are not that far 
removed from the ingenuity 
dreamed up four decades 
ago. 

Anne Hathaway, who 
plays Agent 99, got to employ 
three gadgets, and loved 
every minute of learning 
how to execute them prop¬ 
erly: the compact that re¬ 
leases a gas that exposes 
laser beams; exploding den¬ 
tal floss; and a cellphone 
with knockout gas inside of 
it. 

"When the gadgets 
worked, it would be great, 
but another funny part is 
when they wouldn't work," 
Hathaway told Metro. In 


fact, Hathaway says one con¬ 
tribution of hers to the film, 
well other than that acting 
part, was suggesting how to 
execute a gadget scene that 
had been going awry for 
Steve CareU (Maxwell Smart, 
Agent 86). She suggested how 
he could better handle one of 
his gadgets to fix a nagging 
problem that was holding 
things up on the set. "I was 
proud of that," she says. 

From the TV series, scenes 
featuring the cone of silence 
contain some of the best 
comedy skits going, but 
guess what... it existed. 

Director Peter Segal says 
someone who worked on the 
movie had a relative who 
had a connection to the CIA 
and was able to confirm this 
fact: The cone of silence was 
used in the American Em¬ 
bassy in Moscow. A plastic 
cone was placed over people 
and music played inside so 
the conversation couldn't 
possibly be picked up by a 
bug. 

'And as usual, they said it 
didn't work," said Segal, 
laughing. 

'Almost everything in the 
movie is based in some kind 
of reality and so we came up 
with a few of our own gadg¬ 
ets to go along with some of 
the iconic ones (from the TV 
series)." 


Gadget guys

btjunkie.org revealed that 
both shows have already 
been disseminated pretty 
widely, with hundreds of 
“seeders” for True Blood 
alone. 

Now, I realize that I’m 
being a naughty boy by 
even talking about this 
stuff, but the fact is that 
screeners get leaked all the 
time, and if you’re really 
hot to see a show, either a 
few weeks or months after 
it’s aired, or just as long in 


advance, chances are you’ll 
probably be able to find it 
out there in the Internet’s 
capacious grey zones. The 
media is usually blamed, 
but by the time newspa¬ 
pers and magazines have 
been serviced with sneak 
previews of new shows, 
they’ve usually already 
made their appearance on¬ 
line, put out there by 
someone a bit higher in 
the screener food chain at 
the studios or their pro¬ 
duction and duplication 
houses. 

Having finished product 
available long before it’s 
supposed to be broadcast — 
even if it’s theoretically 
meant for a select audience 
— is the real problem, since 
simple laws of supply and 
demand, not to mention 
human nature, means that 


leaks will happen, no mat¬ 
ter how much security is 
put in place. Lawsuits 
won’t work either, Holly¬ 
wood homies —just ask 
your depressed buddies in 
the music business. 

What’s required at this 
point is a whole new way of 
looking at production and 
programming — a change 
that’s basically revolution¬ 
ary, if you’re a network ex¬ 
ecutive working with a 
business model that hasn’t 
changed since Burns And 
Allen was a radio show. For¬ 
get broadcasting, fall de¬ 
buts, even seasons; with a 
pilot in hand, the networks 
— or any producer with ac¬ 
cess to a distribution net¬ 
work online — can make a 
show available, and gauge 
audience response accord¬ 
ingly, and at a fraction of 


the cost of producing 
episodes in advance of de¬ 
mand. 

Every fall, shows fall by 
the wayside after just a 
handful of episodes, with 
even more in the can, 
while networks scramble 
for replacements for the 
now-vacant time slot, to 
the consternation of adver¬ 
tisers. Every year, this sys¬ 
tem looks more and more 
precarious, and the sense 
of dissatisfaction and anxi¬ 
ety increases, while the au¬ 
diences have already begun 
consuming programming 
the way they want — at 
their leisure. The future, at 
least for TV, is now — some¬ 
body just has to tell the 
networks.
